Macon, Ga., Jan. 30.—Thousands of

“ Lost 
Cause”—

ate eVterans when 'Macon capitulates 
to them on May 7th next. The “Mag­ 
netic City” will be clothed in bunt­ 
ing in honor of the followers of Lee, 
Jackson and Gordon. 
The decoration 
committee 
is

appear in her gala attire. Fifty blocks

VICTORY FOR CLARK. 


Washington, Jan. 29.—There will be 
no appropriations for battleships or! 
public buildings at this session of 
congress. This was the decision of 
the democrats of the house after a 
spirited caucus tonight. 
Elimination of a battleship appro­ 
priation was a surprise, the caucus 
having been called to consider a $16,- 
000,000 public building 
bill 
recom­ 
mended by the committee on Public 
buildings and 
grounds. 
Representa­ 
tive Burnett of Alabama, however, of­ 
fered an amendment to a resolution 
to dispense with the public buildings 
bill that no battleship appropriation 
be reported to the house. 
Representative Hobson of Alabama 
headed a bitter attack on the amend­ 
ment, but it was passed, 98 to 68. 
The savings resulting from this ac­ 
tion of the caucus is estimated by 
the democratic leaders to aggregate

A ll TGE SHINDLE 
Bloomington, 111.—Through the co­ 
operation of the London Times, local 
interests have made an investigation

Francis Drake, taken from the pro­ 
bate registry in London, show that 
drake wrote one will on August 
I ">95, before starting on the expedi­ 
tion to the West Indies on board the 
ship Defiance, on which he died Jan­ 
uary 19, 159 


The second will, written a few days 
before his death, confirmed the pro­ 
visions of the first. 
These wills were proved* in 
the 
prerogative court of Cahier bury on 
May IT, 1596, by Francis Clark, no­ 
tary public for Thomas Drake, broth­ 
er of the deceased, w'ho was made sole 
executor by the last will. The mills 
of Plymouth, the principal possession 
was left to his wife and to his broth­ 
er.

BILL OK NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


VICTORY FOB 0LABK. 


Washington, Jan. 29.—There will be 


no appropriations for battleships or 
public buildings at this session of 
congress. This was the decision of 
the democrats of the house after a 
spirited caucus tonight. 


'Elimination of a battleship appro- 


priation was a, surprise, the caucus 
having been called to consider a $16,- 
000,000 public building bill 
recom- 


mended by the committee on Public 
buildings and grounds. 'Representa- 
tive Burnett of Alabama, however, of- 
fered an amendment to a reaolution 
to dispense with the public buildings 
bill that no battleship *pi»ropriRtion 
be reported to the house. 


Representative HobBon of Alabama 


headed a bitter attack on the amend- 
ment, but it wae.pasi^ 98 to 68. 


The aavmgs r^&^fel f«»m this ac- 


•tion of the caucus is estimated by 
tile democratic leaders to aggregate 
about '$40,000,000, $24,000,000 to be re- 
quired for two modern battleships and 
$16,000,000 for public buildings. In the 
cage of public 
buildings, however,, 


there may be some appropriation foi 
emergencies. 


After the caucus it was declared 


that the cutting off of the battleship 
appropriation was forced by members 
who were 'piqued by their defeat on 
the building appropriation. 
Repre- 


sentative Hobson and 
others 
who 


championed a two-battleship program 
announced that a petition for a spec- 
ial caucus on the battleship appropri- 
ation would be circulated 
at 
once 


among the democratic members and 
that it would contain an appeal to re- 
scind tonight's action. 


The issue waa precipitated by JJep- 


re'feentative Fitzgerald of New York, 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee, who introduced a resolution 
that the state of government finances 
did not now justify a public building 
bill. Mr. Fitzgerald said it would be 
impossible for government aichitects 
to begin work on new plans for two 
years, and that it would be three years 
before new construction work could 
be started. 


* 
The caucus was by no means har- 


monious, many members from 
the 


country districts pleading the neces^, 
sity of such a bill to safeguard the 
welfare of the 'party in the approach- 
ing campaign. Majority Leader Under- 
wood controverted the argument of 
the building champions. He warned 
that to saddle the treasury with a $16- 
000,000 charge at this session would 
be ' too apparent an effort to court 
favor 
without sincerity.

Since his break with Smith, Gov. 


Wilson has had his 
hardest

with the state machine, and he and 
his former close triend are now bit- 
ter enemies. In the November elec- 
tions Smith demonstrated his power 
by defeating the Wilson candidates 
for the legislature and electing a re- 
publican majority. 


What effect Gov. Wilson's break 


with Col. Harvey will have on his 
political fortunes is being widely 
speculated on. Some of 
the 
most 


prominent democrats in Congress are 
inclined to the belief that it will be 
damaging, particularly in view of the 
stand taken by Col. iHenry Watterson. 
Adherents of Speaker Clark and Gov. 
Harmon, pf course view it in a light 
hurtful 
to Wilson. Gov. Wilson's 


friends in congress are loyal and dis- 
miss the incident wifch the expression 
"a tempest in a teapot"."

"'First, stop treating in clubs," he 


says. "Have every club adopt an anti- 
treating rule. The treating evil has 
gio*n to such an extent that 1 have 
stopped drinking in my club. 1 have 
not stopped because 1 am stingy, 
either," Dr. Wiley explains. 


"•Now, having disposed of the clubs, 


we pass on to the saloons. I would 
stop making saloon-keepers pay huge 
license fees. The real tax should be 
put on the real drinkers. Make every- 
person who wants to take a drink 
take out a license, and pay, say $1 
a year, for it. When a man goes into 
a saloon, make him present his li- 
cense and pay one cent internal rev- 
enue tax for every drink he takes. 
Do these things and you will stop 
drunkenness." 


Congress is considerably stirred u-p 


over the charge made that certain 
Wall street interests have started a 
"back fire" in several congressional 
districts to head otf the proposed in- 
vestigation by the house of the so- 
called "money trust." Color is given 
the charge by the frank admission 


of ^Representative Robert JL Henry, 
chairman of the Committee on Rules, 
that there has been some influence at 
work in the districts of certain pro- 
gressive democrats and 
republicans 


that has driven democrats to come to 
him to implore the rules committee 
to drop its money trust resolution. 
'Mr. Henry, however, is unwilling to 
say that Wall street is responsible 
for the influence at work. 


Samuel Untermeyer, a leading New 


York corporation lawyer, has come 
to Washington to urge that the in- 
vestigation be eo'ntinued. He insists 
that there is a nponey trust, but he 
does not believe that the >Xew York 
bankers interested in it have so far 
violated the 'Sherman anti-trust law. 


'Representative Oscar 
W. 
Under- 


wood is opposed to the inquiry. 'H'e ie 
said to be quietly using his influence 
to prevent it. He declares thai what 
the country needs is legislation, not 
prolonged investigation.' Other dem- 
ocrats are coming around to hie view. 


The advocates of a lederal Jaw to 


provide for the retirement of aged 
employees of the government have 
taken heart 
ovef 
(President 
Taft's 


promise to send a message to con- 
gress submitting a plan "which shall 
safeguard the interests of the gov- 
ernment and at the same time make- 
reasonable provision for those who 
have given 'the best part of their lives 
to the service of the state." 


While a retirement law has been 


agitated for several years, it has not 
made much progress in congress be- 
cause of the divergent views as to 
the best 
methods of 
retiring 
the 


clerks. Two plans are 
now 
before 


congress and will come up for set- 
tlement in the present session. Some 
of the advocates are in favor of creat- 
ing a retirement fund by deducting 
a certain 
sum 
monthly 
from 
the 


clerks' salaries, while others contend 
that the entire expense shouW be 
borne by the government. President 
Taft's interest in the matter seems 
to assure some definite action, one 
way or the other, at this session. 


Peace once more reigns in Presi- 


dent Taft's ofticial family. 'Postmaster 
General Hitchcock, who last 
week- 


was reported as being at odds with 
his chief, has set the rumors of his 
resignation at rest by his avowal: "'I 
am for Taft as strong as a man can 
be, and 1 did not realize until a daj 
or two ago how far these stories 
about my alleged differences with the 
'president were going." 


For some time past reports have 


been current that the Postmaster Gen- 
•ertfl"'wi*ultt"swrhg nib infltiftrce to-i 
ward the Roosevelt boom. The reports 
were given credence in many quart- 
era, much to the embarassment of the 
President and IMr. Hitchcock. A hur- 
ried trip to Oyster Bay and a confer- j 
euce between the former president 
and 'Mr. Hitchcock was followed by 
the Postmaster General's statement. 
Speculation is rife here as to what 
extent Mr. Roosevelt played the role 
of peacemaker, and whether, after all 
he will have no need for Hitchcock 
delegates at the Chicago convention 
next 'June.
